(i) affected and vulnerable community residents have access and opportunity to participate in the full cycle of the decision-making
process about the development of and updates to the Plans, and

(i) decision-makers shall seek out and consider such participation, allowing the views and perspectives of community residents
to shape and influence decisions.

The Department shall seek input to the Community Outreach and Engagement Plan from representatives of

Virginia Indian tribes,

community-based organizations,

the public health sector,

nongovernmental organizations,

civil rights organizations,

communities impacted by recurring flooding,and
